A preliminary injunction was 
signed Friday prohibiting Belson | 
Recycling Co. from open burning 
and polluting the air. 

Madison County Third Circuit 
Court Associate Judge Michael 
Meehan signed the court order 
after Attorney General Neil Har- 
tigan’s Granite City office asked 
for an immediate injunction. | 

The office filed a complaint | 
for injunctive relief in April, Pat 
Morris, an assistant attorney | 
general, said Friday. The com-| 
plaint alleged open burning and 
air pollution in violation of the, 
Environmental Protection Act. 

A motion for an immediate 
injunction was asked for Friday, 

forris said, because of nearby 
construction workers being phys- 
ically affected by fumes alleged- 
iy produced by recent fires at 

company’s railcar recycling 
facility at the south end of Wash- 
ington Avenue near Race Street 
in Venice. 

Repeated attempts were made 
Friday and Saturday to contact 
Belson Recycling, but no one 
was available to comment on the 
court injunction. 

Through July 27, there had 
been 68 ‘complaints signed 
against the firm and 35 fire calls 
were made by the Venice Volun- 
teer Fire Department since Sep- 
tember 1984. There were also at 
least four arrests of supervisory 
personnel at the facility, includ- 
ing charges of creating a city 
nuisance and allowing open

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Costello collects $264,000, 
leaves Fields, others behind

WASHINGTON — More thar 
one year before the 1988 general 
election and seven months 
before the primaries, St. Clair 
County Board Chairman Jerry 
Costello has amassed a_cam- 
paign war chest far eclipsing his 
comperitors in the race to suc- 
cr Rep. Melvin Price, D-Ill. 

Costello, a Democrat, is the 
only officially announced candi- 
date for the seat, although other 
politicians soon are expected to 
jump into the fray. 

Costello has collected $264,894, 
according to Federal Election 
Commission records which 
include contributions made 
through June 30. 

Other Democrats ted to 
seek the seat are Mike Mans- 
field, Price’s top aide, Madison 
County Auditor Pete Fields and 
Madison County Treasurer Mick 
Henkhaus. 

The three have raised less 
than $5,000 each and thus were 
not required to file reports with 
the FEC. All three have said 
they will announce their candi- 
dacy in September. 

Republican Robert Gaffner, 
who ran against Price in the 2ist 
District in 1982, 1984 and 1986, 
said in a telephone interview 
that he has raised less than 
$5,000, but that he also is inter- 
ested in running and will make a 
formal announcement in Septem- 
ber. 

Costello’s fund includes more 
than $155,000 that was trans- 
ferred from the campaign com-

mittee for his aborted 1984 
House race. He withdrew from 
that race after Price decided to 
run again. ‘ 

Most“ of the rest of the mone; 
reported by Costello came from 
a $1,000-a-plate fund raiser held 
in June. 

Individuals are allowed to con- 
tribute no more than $1,000 to a 
candidate per election, so those 
attending Costello’s fund event 
will not be able to donate any 
more until the general election. 

“I have been planning on this 
race for at least three years,” 
Costello said. ‘‘That’s why I 
have a substantial amount of 
money at this time.”’ 

Costello's financial support has 


come primarily from St. Clair 
County. Of the $104,700 in indi- 
vidual contributions reported to 
the FEC, at least $79,000 was 
received from individual county 
residents. 


Costello also received money 
from four political action com- 
mittees (PACs): $1,000 each 
from BOBANCPAC—Boatmen’s 
National Bank in St. Louis, Cen- 
terre PAC—Centerre Bank in St. 
Louis, and Peabody PAC—own- 
ers of the Peabody Coal Co., the 
nation’s largest coal producer; 
and $2,000 from SvGGS PAC— 
the Sverdrup Corp., a St. Louis 
architectural and real estate 
irm. 


Although Price has said he 
will retire, he also filed a report 
with the FEC stating he 
about $2,600 in his campaign 
fund as of June 30. 


In the neighboring 22nd con- 
gressional district, incumbent 
Rep. Kenneth Gray , D-Ill., has 
about $7,500. No other candidates 
in that race filed statements 
with the FEC. 


In the state’s 20th district, 
Rep. Richard Durbin, D-Ill, has 
a campaign fund of $79,643, of 
which $33,302 was raised this 
year. 


Among Durbin contributors 
are several PACs including the 
Airline Pilots Association PAC, 
which gave him $2,500, and the 
Aircraft Owners and Pilots Asso- | 
ciation PAC, which donated 
$1,550. No other candidates filed 
in the 20th District.

He said the certificate will 
help boost Illinois exports, and 
wants it to serve as a signal to 
other firms in the state that they 
should be scouting for sales 
abroad. 

“Three-fourths or more of our 
firms that can be exporting 
today are not,’’ Simon said.

Exclusive of educational insti- 
tutions, the May total was 79,777, 
a decrease of 129, or .2 percent, 
from April. 

Changes ‘by major groups 
were: Constitutional officers and 
courts up 24, or .2 percent; code 
departments down 184, or .3 per- 
cent; major commissions up 22, 
or .7 percent; and miscellaneous 
agencies up 9, or .4 percent. 

Payrolls for all agencies 
totaled $231,021,891, an increase 
of $3,539,994, or 1.6 percent, from 
April. Payrolls for all agencies, 
except educational institutions, 
were $164,458,147, an increase of 
$1,093,818, or .7 percent. 

The number of employees in 
May 1987 was 1,420 more than in 
May~ 1986. Educational _institu- 
tions increased by 756. -All other

Carden looks for big year 
on Evansville golf squad

Chris Carden thinks his time 
is coming.

But developing a good short 
game is necessary at the college 
level. ; 

“Everybody’s short game is 
amazing,”’ Carden said. ‘I 
haven't seen anybody who can 
drive the ball much farther than 
I can, so the difference is in the 
putting. You have to work it to 
death.”” 

Carden averaged a 78 last 
year for Evansville. A Division I 
school, they have been able to 
travel to top courses like Hilton 
Head, S.C., and Ohio State Uni- 
versity. :

Carden started golfing in the 
ninth grade and eventually let- 
tered in the sport his junior and 
senior years at the high school. 
He was the team captain his 
senior year (1984), when he 
missed qualifying for state by 
one stroke in the sectionals at 
Scott Air Force Base. 


“It was a rainy and windy 
day,’’ he said. ‘I shot a 37 on 
the front nine and ended up with 
an 80. There were any number 
of shots I can look back on that 
might have hurt me.”’ 





In addition to golf, Carden was 
a stalwart on the Warrior hock- 
ey team for four years, leading 
the team in scoring his last two 
years. He played on the 1984 
team that made it to the league 
finals at the Arena before losing 
to DeSmet. 

“I still get back and play 
some pickup games with the 
guys,’’ he said. “I had some 
Division II and III schools that 
had some interest, but nothing 
ever came of it. And since I was 
5-10, 150 pounds, I thought I 
could go a little longer in golf.’’ 

If his improvement on the 
fairways continues, Carden — a 
finance major — said he 
wouldn’t mind taking a shot at 
some kind of career in golf. But 
he’s not expecting it. 


“Ft will’ always be a dream,” 
he said. “But there’s\‘lots of 
travel and you're playing at a 
different course tad ah Bares I 
would enjoy coming ck here 
and being a club pro somewhere. 
I wouldn’t mind helping to devel- 
op golf in Granite City. 


“Arlington is a good course to 
Jearn on. And coach Chappell 
really did a good job with me.

Carden heads back to school 
in two weeks.
